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DETAILED ACTION 



Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 4, 5, 9-12, 14-17, and 19-28 are allowed. Claims 4, 5, 9-12, 14-17, and 
19-28 are renumbered as 2, 3, 16-19, 4-7, 1, 8-15, and 20, respectively. 

2. The present invention is directed to a motor vehicle tachograph printer. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features: 

a printing unit for printing on the print medium; 

a conveying drive for moving the print medium in and 
out of the printer; 

at least one sensor for determining the locations of 
one or more printed markings on the print medium; and 

a control unit coupled to the printing unit, the 
conveying unit and the at least one sensor, wherein the 
control unit is configured to: 

store information regarding a plurality of different print 
configuration designs, including (a) locations for one or more 
printed markings corresponding to each different print 
configuration design and (b) print content corresponding to 
each different print configuration design; 

identify, based on the stored information, a particular 
one of the print configuration designs corresponding to the 
locations of the one or more printed markings determined by 
the at least one sensor; 

identify, based on the stored information, the print 
content corresponding to the identified particular 
configuration design; and 

activate the printing unit to print the identified print 
content onto the print medium. 
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The closest prior art, US 4,644,368 ("Mutz"), fails to anticipate or render obvious 
at least the above underlined limitations.
